Safety plea by father of two killed in camper accident

father of two child ren killed 
when a fast freight slammed 
in to a camper tru ck packed 
with y ou n gsters has issu ed a 
plea to the Presid en t, Con gress 
an d other officials for saftey 
improv emen ts. 
A d ozen people d ied Feb. 7 in 
Beckemey erwhen ^ffie Tru ck, 
d riv en by Hen ry Lowe, 6 0, of 
ru ral Carly le, attempted to 
cross tracks safegu ard ed on ly 


by sign s. Six of the child ren 
were Lowe’s gran d child ren . 
Two of the d ead , Robert 13, 
an d Allen , 15, were N.J. Moor- 
leghen ’s s(x is. 
In an an open letter written 
to the Presid en t, Con gress, the 
gov ern or, the state legislatu re 
an d other officials, in clu d in g 
railroad officers, Moorleghen 
d eman d ed action . His plea was 
written the d ay after the crash. 
It read in part: 


“We hav e spen t billion s of 
d ollars to su pport an d fight a 
u seless war with trein en d ou s 
loss of life. We hav e spen t bil­ 
lion s to bail ou t ban ks an d big 
bu sin ess. We hav e spen t bil­ 
lion s to prov id e arms to su stain 
gov ern men ts 
which 
ex ist 
throu gh force an d oppression 
rather than popu lar su pport of 
the gov ern ed . 
“We hav e spen t billion s to 
bu ild highway s to replace ex ist­ 


in g good highway s which are 
ad equ ate, 
while 
n eglectin g 
those that are most hazard ou s, 
con tribu tin g to ad d ition al loss 
of life. 
“We squ an d er million s on ri­ 
d icu lou s an d sometimes immor­ 
al research on ‘pot’ an d sex u al 
respon ses at Sou thern Illin ois 
Un iv ersity . 
“Bu t we can n ot spen d d ollars 
for saftey d ev ices to preserv e 
life itself. 


“In attempts to con sole the 
an gu ished , we will be told ov er 
an d ov er that what will be will 
be. 
“When has there been action 
taken to con trol the speed of 
train s throu gh ou r commu ­ 
n ities? 
“I petition ev ery on e to act 
n ow an d to d eman d action n ow 
to spare other paren ts an d rela­ 
tiv es the agon y , the an gu ish 
an d the u n bearable sorrow that 


has beset the paren ts, brothers 
an d sisters of the 11 child ren 
an d the family of the gran d ­ 
father (who so lov ed child ren ) 
who were killed last n ight... 
becau se it costs too mu ch for 
ad equ ate safegu ard s at rail 
crossin gs. 


“May God protect an d pre­ 
serv e y ou from su ch an ex ­ 
perien ce as I an d others hav e 
su ffered . 


“You hav e fou n d mon ey for 
almost ev ery thin g. Won ’t y ou 
fin d ju st a little mon ey to help 
gu aran tee to the people of this 
n ation ou r con stitu tion al prov i­ 
sion s for the pu rsu it of life, lib­ 
erty an d the pu rsu it of happi­ 
n ess for ou r citizen s?’’

Grand Detour addition urged

' For the secon d time in as man y weeks, the 
Dix on School Board left its regu lar meetin g 
place an d wen t in to the commu n ity to seek 
pu blic in pu t on en rollmen t an d facility prob­ 
lems facin g the d istrict. 
Followin g a well-atten d ed meetin g at 
Washin gton School Feb. 18, the board was 
in et by a n ear-capacity crowd at Gran d De­ 
tou r School Wed n esd ay n ight an d on e poin t 
came across clearly . Gran d Detou r paren ts 
wan t a perman en t ad d ition to the ex istin g 
school as a lon g-ran ge solu tion . 
As on e woman in the au d ien ce pu t it: “We 
feel d iscrimin ated again st—y ou ’re fix in g u p 
the town schools when ou r kid s wan t a mu sic 
room, a library an d an art room.’’ 
The word referen d u m came ou t on more 
than (Hie occasion as a mean s of meetin g a 
bu ild in g program, whether it be an ad d ition to 
Gran d Detou r or a proposed n ew ju n ior high 
school on the campu s of Mad ison School, as 
su ggested by Su pt. of Schools Stan ley Weber. 
The two sites were selected for special 
meetin gs of the board becau se of swellin g en ­ 
rollmen ts in them in the lower grad e lev els. 
Gran d Detou r Paren t-Teacher Organ iza­ 
tion Presid en t Bill Hoy le u rged the board to 
con sid er a b<n id referen d u m an d pled ged his 
su i^lMH't in backin g its passage. Hoy le was re­ 
ferrin g to the retiremen t of a bon d package 
approv ed in 1957 for an ad d ition to Dix on High 
School. The last pay men t will be mad e with 
1977 tax pay men ts “an d we cou ld pu sh this 
throu gh witlwu t raisin g ex istin g tax es,’’ he 
reason ed . Tax es will be lowered 25 cen ts per 
$100 assessed v alu ati<m. That red u cticn i will 
show u p in 1978 tax bills. 
Althou gh n ot a recommen d ation , Weber 


presen ted a plan to set u p a ju n ior high school 
program at Mad ison School for sev en th an d 
eighth grad ers an d shu ffle the lower grad e 
stu d en ts n ow at Mad ison to other city schools. 
“ It will w ork,’’ the su perin ten d en t 
stressed , referrin g to implemen tation in the 
fall semester. 
Home econ omics an d in d u strial art pro­ 
grams wou ld be re-in stitu ted u n d er the plan 
an d the total teachin g staff wou ld be red u ced 
by three in stru ctors, he said . 
Ad v an tages to Gran d Detou r School from 
the con v ersion wou ld be the mov in g of two 
portable classrooms from Jefferson School to 
the Gran d Detou r site. Other ad v an tages 
Weber listed in clu d ed the d ev elopmen t of pro­ 
grams geared to high school preparation , 
team teachin g, the poten tial for v aried 
“min i’’ cou rses an d an ex pan d ed library . 
Disad v an tages in clu d e a red u ction of in ­ 
terclass sports an d bu sin g of all sev en th an d 
eight grad e stu d en ts to Mad ison . 
Members of the au d ien ce qu estion ed what 
merit a ju n ior high school wou ld hav e for 
Gran d Detou r—“the thin gs y ou ’re talkin g 
abou t d on ’t affect u s,’’ on e woman remarked . 
Ou tgoin g Board Presid en t James Dix on 
stated : “It’s ju st a proposal—I’v e on ly seen it 
for the first time ton ight.’’. 


The su ggestion for a ju n ior high came 
from the Washin gton meetin g alon g with u rg­ 
in g the board look in to altern ativ e bu ild in g 
sites for (Hie or two grad e lev els. Weber said 
he is in con tact with represen tativ es of the 
Un ited Method ist Chu rch, n ear Washin gton 
School, in attem pts to secu re ren tal space in 
the lower lev el. Paren ts called for similar ac­ 
tion to be stu d ied for altern ativ e bu ild in gs

New Hampshire: Morton 


CONCORD, N.H. 
(AP) — 
Presid en t Ford ’s chief political 
aid e, Rogers C.B. Morton , say s 
a two-d ay swin g throu gh n orth­ 
ern New Hampshire has con ­ 
v in ced him that Ford is the Re­ 
pu blican fron tru n n er in the n a­ 
tion ’s first presid en tial pri­ 
mary . 
Morton say s he arriv ed in 
New Hampshire “with kin d of 
the blu es ... with the id ea that 
we were in a tou gh situ ation .” 
Bu t n ow, he said , “I thin k 
we’re the fron tru n n er.” 
Ford is d u e in the state late 
tod ay for a fin al campaign 
stin t, an appearan ce in Keen e 
ton ight an d a half-d ay in sou th­ 
eastern New Hampshire on Fri­ 
d ay . 
His oppon en t, former Califor­ 
n ia Gov . Ron ald Reagan , ar­ 
riv es Frid ay for a last weeken d 
of campaign in g before the bal­ 
lotin g Tu esd ay . 
Both camps say the Repu bli 
can race is close, with the d eci 
sion probably in the han d s of 
v oters who are still u n d ecid ed . 
Morton , the presid en tial cou n ­ 
selor 
who han d les 
political 
tasks for the White Hou se, said 
Wed n esd ay that he has n o fig­ 
u res or polls to back u p his op­ 
timism. 
“I feel in tu itiv ely that there 


is a swin g toward the Presi­ 
d en t,” he said in Con cord . 
“May be it’s becau se I‘m on 
that sid e.” 
While Morton claimed the 
role of fav orite for Ford , two 
Democrats tried to pin the la­ 
bel on each other. 
Rep. Morris Ud all of Arizon a 
said former CJeorgia Gov . Jim ­ 
my Carter is the fron tru n n er. 
Carter said it’s Ud all, “becau se 
he’s con cen trated almost all his

Chou vs. Mao: he 
who laughs last...

WASHINGTON (N E A )- In the 
en d, it appears. Chairman Mao 
Tse-tu n g may hav e won his 25-y ear 
stru ggle with Prem ier Chou En -lai 
for con trol of Chin a—by ou tliv in g 
his riv al. 
Ov er the y ears, Chou an d his as­ 
sociates twice man aged to pu t Mao 
on the shelf—in an hon orary an d 
rev ered position , of cou rse. Bu t on e 
which Mao himself has described 
as bein g on a marble pedestal in a 
mu seu m. 
On e on e su ch occasion , in the 
process of makin g a comeback, 
Mao created the Cu ltu ral Rev olu ­ 
tion , tu rn in g the ru lin g Commu n ist 
party in side ou t an d grippin g Chin a 
in a fren zy of terror an d hou se- 
clean in g for y ears—(Mily to hav e 
Chou weather the storm an d ou t- 
politic Mao. He gradu ally rebu ilt 
the party stru ctu re in his image— 
an d san dbagged Lin Piao, Mao’s 
chosen su ccessor an d loy al lieu te­ 
n an t ov er more than three decades. 
While most an y thin g is possible in 
(Chin a’s faction -ridden politics, the 
Chou storey —that Lin was con spir­ 
in g to assassin ate Mao—does n ot 
hold water. When on e kn ows the 
prin cipals in v olv ed an d their past 
loy alties—n ot of a few y ears bu t of 
lifetimes. 
Mao, on this comeback, as be­ 
fore, appoin ted a man in ten sely 
loy al to his own belief in radical ac­ 
tion . From all that is kn own to 
date, Hu a Ku o-fen g, the n ew actin g 
premier, is a man who zigs when 
Mao zigs an d zags when Mao zags. 
Apparen tly he believ es, with 
Mao, that at this stage an d for a 
lon g time to come, Chin a’s fu tu re 
lies in emphasis on agricu ltu re, 
with in du strial gain s comin g on ly 
throu gh in v estmen t of those re­ 
sou rces remain in g after farmers 
get what they mu st hav e to meet 
Tao’s goals. 
In du strial gain s, u n der this 
plan n in g wou ld be achiev ed as ag­ 
ricu ltu re prov ided the capital to 
make the step-by -step improv e­ 
men ts wan ted. Or if foreign kn ow­ 
how cou ld be brou ght in with n o 
strin gs at n o political price—an d 
withou t hamperin g agricu ltu ral 
progress. 
As in Mao’s choice of the ill-fat­ 
ed Lin Piao, Hu a has shown a re­ 
markable capacity in admin istra­ 
tion in a rou gh an d n ot-so-gen tle 
man n er. An d he has been a prag­ 
matist, like Mao, lookin g for re­ 
su lts an d u sin g ideology as a lev er 
rather than as an objectiv e. 
It is too early to tell, of cou rse, 
whether this in itial Mao v ictory 
will mean the perman en t in stalla­ 
tion of Hu a an d other Mao men in 
the top ran ks of Chin a an d the de­ 
motion or in flu en ce stagn ation of 
those who hav e been close to Chou . 
Bu t if Mao is able to hold on to 
his in itial v ictory certain matters 
seem clear. 
First, there will be n o qu ick en d 
to Chin a’s deep su spicion of the So­ 
v iet Un ion —an d n o letdown in Chi­ 
n a’s attempts to keep some sort of 
a relation ship with the Un ited 
States as a cou n ter-balan ce to the 
USSR. 
I kn ow first han d of Mao’s hat­ 
red an d distru st of Moscow an d all 
its works, an d his con v iction , based 
on his early ex perien ces, that ag­ 
gression -econ omic, political an d 
military —are in the forefron t of the 
Kremlin ’s thin kin g. 
An d Mao believ es, as he has so 


forcefu lly ex pressed—on ce n otably 
throu gh an an n ou n cemen t by Lin 
Piao—that Chin a can afford to 
hav e on ly on e prin cipal major en e­ 
my at a time if it is to su rv iv e in 
this u n certain world. 
Mao also is an admirer of U.S. 
scien ce an d techn ology an d in du s­ 
trial kn ow-how. There is some ev i­ 
den ce that he wou ld like to tie in 
with this techn ology , bu t probably 
n ot u n der con dition s profitable to 
American priv ate compan ies. 
In tern ally , a resu rgen ce of 
Mao’s power wou ld mean the 
emergen ce of men dedicated to 
self-help, decen tralization an d rad­ 
ical in n ov ation , bu t n o loosen in g of 
con trols ov er the in div idu al an d his 
liberties.

Still, there are those who are 
drawn to the adv en tu res of m ilitar­ 
ism, an d some few actu ally prefer 
war to peace for person al gratifi­ 
cation . The latest ev iden ce of this 
ign oran ce is the su dden emergen ce 
of su n dry organ ization s an d in di­ 
v idu als whose aim it is to recru it 
mercen aries for the fightin g in An ­ 
gola. It is, as they say , the on ly war 
we hav e, an d those who wish to 
profit from it, materially or other­ 
wise, are sign in g u p in small bu t 
sign ifican t n u mbers. 
Some of the mercen aries in sist 
they are motiv ated by higher rea­ 
son s than macho. Pierre Walt, who 
has a mercen ary grou p he calls 
The World Wide Geese Assn ., lo­ 
cated in Newark, Ohio, say s be 
lov es his cou n try “an d am willin g 
to die for it, in An gola or an y where 
else.” How does on e die for Ameri­ 
ca in An gola? Walt say s if the Ru s­ 
sian s are n ot stopped there, they 
will be in Pan am a soon , then in 
Mex ico, fin ally in Californ ia. The 
domin o theory is aliv e an d well in 
TWWGA. 


Other mercen aries are more 
pragmatic than Walt. A chap re­ 
cru itin g soldiers of fortu n e here in 
Washin gton is promisin g en listees 
$1,500 a mon th salary plu s $500 a 
mon th for ex pen ses. He adds on ly 
relu ctan tly that mercen aries will 
n ot be paid u n til their hitch en ds, 
which mean s of cou rse that if their 
side loses there will n ot be an y on e 
left to write ou t the pay checks. 
Grim bu sin ess, warfare; the prof­ 
iteer mu st n ot on ly su rv iv e battles, 
bu t hav e chosen his frien ds wisely . 
W hatev er their in spiration s, 
mercen aries in the Un ited States 
mu st go abou t their bu sin ess with 
stealth u su ally reserv ed for throat- 
cu ttin g, lon g-ran ge recon n aissan ce 
patrols.

With Gen. John Burgoyne’s 
large British arm y pushing down 
from Canada, Americans were 
understandab ly concerned in 
the summer of 1777. The British 
had taken Ft. Ticonderoga on 
Lake Champlain without much 
troub le 
(July 
5), and had 
caught up with some retreating 
A m ericans at Hub b ardston, 
Vt., and strung them sharply 
there. 
Burgoyne’s arm y of 6,000 
British, Germans, and Indians 
were moving at a snail’s pace, 
however. But the commander 
was confident that he could 
reach Alb any, New York (only 
ab out 70 miles away) and he 
saw no need to hurry. 
The British force was greatly 
retarded b y its long train of 
supply wagons, 52 pieces of ar­ 
tillery, many auxiliary person­ 
nel, wives and camp women. 
The general himself needed 30 
wagons for his extensive ward­ 
rob e, choice wines, silver plate, 
and other b aggage. Burgoyne’s 
second in command, Baron von 
Riedesel, had b rought alon ghis 
gay young wife, their three 
young daughters, and two 
maids. Baroness von Riedesel, 
who left a valuab le account of 
the campaign, 
followed the 
army through the woods of up­ 
per New York in a large, hood­ 
ed carriage specially made for 
her. 
At 
Skenesb orough 
(now 
Whitehall), along the route the 
army followed, stood the yellow 
fieldstone house of Philip 
Skene. This wealthy man, Bur­ 
goyne’s principal loyalist advi­ 
sor, had a wilderness empire of 
land, mills, foundries, and a 
fine home. They dined well 
there, 
although 
Burgoyne 
grumb led a b it ab out the Ma­ 
deira. “Gentleman Johnny” al­ 
so took time to enjoy the 
charms of his new mistress, the 
wife of a sub ordinate officer. 
There seemed to b e plenty of 
time: Ft. Edward on the Hud­ 
son was only ab out 20 miles 
away. Slowly the army hacked 
its way southward, b ut the go­ 
ing was arduous. 
Retreating Patriots made the 
British advance more difficult

b y felling thousands of trees 
across the route Burgoyne must 
take. The general wrote: “The 
troops had not only layers of 
trees to remove, in places 
where it was impossib le to take 
any other direction, b ut also 
they had ab out forty b ridges to 
construct and others to repair, 
one of which was of log-work 
over a morass two miles in ex­ 
tent.” 
Pushing relentlessly forward 
Burgoyne was still confident of 
success. He expected that a 
British force under Col. Barry 
St. Leger, moving from Lake 
Ontario to the Mohawk River 
valley, would soon reach Alb a­ 
ny and provide his support. And 
he hoped that Sir Henry Clinton 
would send help up the Hudson 
River from New York City. 
General Burgoyne hoped to 
overawe the Americans and, as 
Washington said, “practise ev­ 
ery art, which his invention will 
point out, to turn their (the peo­ 
ple in northern New York) 


minds and seduce them from 
their allegiance.” To counter­ 
act Burgoyne’s proclamations 
and promises, American prop­ 
agandists condemned the Brit­ 
ish general and parodied his 
proclamations. A long poem in 
the New York Journal (Sept. 8, 
1777) emphasized the British 


use of Indians. For those who 
resisted Burgoyne, this parody 
promised: 
“I will let loose the dogs of hell, 
Ten thousand Indians, 
who 
shall yell, 
And foam and tear, and grin 
and roar, 
And drench their maukeskins in

By early August 
General 
Burgoyne b egan to show con­ 
cern ab out his situation. With 
supplies running dangerously 
low, he sent Colonel Baum on 
the ill-fated foray into Vermont. 
The staggering b low at Ben­ 
nington was soon followed b y 
the disheartening news that St. 
Leger had b een stopped in the 
Mohawk valley and had turned 
b ack to Lake Ontario. Further­ 
more, General Howe had em ­ 
b arked on a campaign to cap­ 
ture Philadelphia, leaving only 
a few thousand troops at New 
York City. By late Augut, 1777, 
Burgoyne knew he was in grave 
peril. 
Believing that his orders left 
him no choice b ut to forge 
ahead and attempt to take Al­ 
b any, the British commander 
moved forward in spite of dis­ 
couraging circumstances. He 
decided to move his arm y to the 
west side of the Hudson River 
near Saratoga, N.Y. Soon, how­ 
ever, Burgoyne would have to 
face the northern Continental 
Army and the rapidly growing 
numb er of militia. 
American forces that had 
b een gathering to b lock Bur­ 
goyne’s path had b een under 
the command of Gen. Horatio 
Gates since Aug. 4. He had re­ 
placed Philip Schuyler, a com­ 
petent man who had maneu­ 
vered his forces to harass Bur­ 


goyne and prepare for his even­ 
tual downdall. New Englanders 
hates Schuyler, however, and 
the aristocratic New Yorker 
had many political enemies in 
Congress. General Gates was 
soon joined b y other capab le 
m en: Daniel Morgan and his ri­ 
flemen, Gen. Benjamin Lin­ 
coln, and Benedict Arnold. 
Gates moved his army north­ 
ward to a place along the west 
b ank of the Hudson called Bem- 
is 
Heights. 
Here the well- 
trained young Polish engineer, 
Thaddeus Kosciuzko, laid out 
the American lines of defense 
which ran from the hilly area 
down to the river b ank. By Sept. 
18 b etween 6,000 and 9,000 
troops were located in this posi­ 
tion. The British were only 
ab out three miles away. 
When Burgoyne attacked 
(Sept. 19) his b asic plan was to 
occupy the higher ground to 
the west of the American forti­ 
fications. As contact was made, 
Benedict Arnold with Morgan’s 
riflemen and Dearb orn’s New 
Hampshire regiment led the 
A m ericans 
through 
dense 
woods toward a 10-to-12-acre 
clearing with an ab andoned 
cab in known as Freem an’s 
F arm . Bloody fighting oc­ 
curred in that little clearing 
and in the surrounding forest. 
The British held the ground and 
technically won the b attle; b ut 
their casualties were over 600, 
more than twice the American 
numb er. 
Burgoyne might have re­ 
sumed the fighting the next 
day, b ut he got information that 
caused him to delay action for 
three weeks. He was disturb ed 
b y news of attacks on his line of 
communications to the north, 
and had to try to counteract 
this. Basically, however, he 


was waiting in vain for rein­ 
forcement from General Clin­ 
ton in southern New York. Each 
day saw his supplies dwindle; 
b y Oct. 3 he had to put his men 
on half rations. 
In desperation the British 
made one more lunge against 
the American left, Oct. 7. The 
heavy casualties suffered b y 
his army caused Burgoyne to 
withdraw five miles northward 
to Saratoga. Unab le to move: 
surrounded now b y Continen­ 
tals and militia, who outnum­ 
b ered him b y three to one, the 
British commander was forced 
to surrender. 
With the American army 
lined up in their makeshift uni­ 
forms and fifes playing “Yan­ 
kee 
Doodle,” 
the 
enemy 
marched into a meadow north 
of Fishkill to lay down their 
arms, Oct. 17, 1777. One of Bur­ 
goyne’s officers, Lt. William 
Digb y, recalled the dejection of 
the time: “Ab out 10 o’clock, we 
marched out . . . with drums 


b eating, b ut the drums seemed 
to have lost their former inspir­ 
ing sounds, and though we b eat 
the Grenadier’s March, which 
not long b efore was so animat­ 
ing. yet then it seemed b y its 
last feeb le effort, as if almost 
ashamed to b e heard on such an 
occasion.” 
If it was a sad time for the 
British, Saratoga was an enor­ 
mously important victory for 
the Americans. The capture of 
an entire army and much mili­ 
tary eq uipment was in itself 
very significant, b ut even more 
important was the b oost to 
American morale. Coming as it 
did soon after the defeat at 
Brandywine and Germantown 
and the capture of Philadel­ 
phia, Burgoyne’s surrender had 
a great psychological effect. 
Rejoicing led to newb orn con­ 
fidence. A rag and b ob tail army 
of amameurs, oorly disciplined, 
organized, and eq uipped, had 
defeated British and German 
regulars.

dragged screaming to an ambu­ 
lance. 
“ He was the last guy in the 
world I would have picked for a 
friend,” says Bast (effectively 
portrayed by Michael Brandon) 
as he recalls how they first met 
in a college Shakespeare pro­ 
duction in 1950. 
With that, the show gets un­ 
derway, tracing both the friend­ 
ship of the two men and Dean’s 
career, from the days he 
scrounged for any kind of work, 
even TV commercials, to his 
success in “ East of Eden,” 
“ Rebel Without a Cause” and 
“ Giant,” all made in 1955. 
The movie doesn’t quite ex­ 
plain how “ Deaner” and “ Will­ 
ie” — as they call each other 
— became such close friends. 


But it does effectively depict 
the former Indiana farm boy as 
a man of constant curiosity 
about the acting profession, de­ 
spite 
occasional lines 
that 
strain to emphasize the point. 
One example occurs when 
Dean, wondering aloud how to 
depict a homosexual for an act­ 
ing class, asks his roomie, 
“ Ever make it with a guy?” 
Says Bast with a grin, “Come 
on, I’ve seen you flatten guys 
for even joking about it.” 
Whereupon Dean carries on 
about the need for good actors 
“ to experience everything we 
can.” 


His experiences with the 
ladies — an actress played by 
Candy Clark and a dancer 
played by Meg Foster — are in­ 
cluded, but seem only cursory, 
with no real depth displayed. 
The movie also doesn’t devel­ 
op very strongly the reasons 
for Dean’s personal torment, 
despite his success, or why, in 
an era when stars still wore 
suits and ties, he opted for the 
leather-jacketed image of a 
Hollywood noncomformist. 
Still, “ James Dean” is pretty 
engrossing because of the fine, 
sensitive acting of McHattie. If 
he doesn’t get an Emmy for his 
work in this show, someone 
should complain to the author­ 
ities.

MILAN, Italy (AP) — The 
leader of an Italian team that 
has discovered a combination 
drug treatment hailed as a 
breakthrough in treatment of 
breast cancer warns it is not an 
“ absolute remedy” and that 
more testing will be needed. 
“ Let’s hope we can save 
thousands of lives,” Dr. Gianni 
Bonadonna said in an interview 
Wednesday night. “ Hopes are 
justified. But there is no cer­ 
tainty. More tests and studies 
over the next three years will 
be needed.” 
Bonadonna and a team of as­ 
sociates at the National Cancer 
Institute of Italy developed a 
treatment 
combining 
three 
drugs which resulted in a sharp 
reduction in the recurrence of 
the disease among women who 
had been operated on for ad­ 
vanced breast cancer. The 
treatments and the results were 
reported this week in the New 
England Journal of Medicine 
and termed of “ monumental 
importance.” 
The three drugs are cyclo­ 
phosphamide, methotrexate and 
fluorouracil, or CMF. 
“ The drugs we used for our 
study are on the market and 
available to patients for treat­ 
ment in community hospitals,” 
Bonadonna said. “ But patient 
and public opinion must not 
think we have developed the 
absolute remedy.” 
“ The main point is that phy­ 
sicians should be aware of the 
new 
possibility 
and 
that 


patients learn that something is 
being done for them,” the 41- 
year-old doctor said. 
His team reported that in a 
27-month experiment with 386 
women who had had radical 
mastectomies — removal of the 
breast, lymph nodes and near­ 
by muscles, cancer recurred in 
5 per cent of the 207 women 
who had the combined drug 
treatment for a year and in 24 
per cent of the 179 who did not 
get the drugs. 
Bonadonna said the next step 
in his study is to treat patients 
for six months to determine the 
effectiveness of the combined 
drugs when administered for a 
shorter period of time. 
Bonadonna said his team’s 
work was based on studies by 
two doctors at the U.S. Nation­ 
al Cancer Institute at Bethesda, 
Md., Paul P. Carbone and B. 
Fisher, “ who already were test­ 
ing treatment on operated 
women with a single drug.” 
The Italian team also received 
financial support from the 
American cancer institute.

ing treaty. But others main­ 
tained it might encourage na­ 
tions to act unilaterally. 
Iceland, Ecuador, Peru and 
Chile already have 200-mile 
fishing lim its. Mexico’s Con­ 
gress recently enacted a 200- 
mile zone of economic control, 
and Canada has expressed a 
desire to follow that course, 
which gives a nation jurisdic­ 
tion over all resources in the 
sea and sea beds, in addition to 
fish. 
The U.S. Senate action on 
Jan . 28 to establish a 200-mile 
lim it on fishing — but not on 
other sea resources — by Ju ly 
1, 1977, resulted from what 
Americans say is the over­ 
taking of fish stocks by mas­ 
sive foreign fleets off North 
Am erica, especially New Eng­ 
land. 
Japan and the Soviet Union 
are likely to be the nations 
most affected by any strict en­ 
forcement of the U.S. legisla­ 
tion. West Germany says it 
could be hurt badly in the long 
run.

The total Soviet fish catch in 
1974 was 9.6 million tons. 
Fishing is an important part 
of the Soviet economy, and un­ 
der Moscow’s current five-year 
plan, fish production is to be 
raised by a quarter, or about 
2.5 million tons. 
According to U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Commerce statistics, 
annual per capita consumption 
of fish in the Soviet Union was 
22.5 pounds in the period 1964- 
66, the latest figures available. 
U.S. per capita consumption in 
1974 was 12 pounds. 
The National Marines Fish­ 
eries Service in Washington 
says the Russians in 1973 took 
4 %,100 tons of fish off the U.S. 
East Coast, mainly New Eng­ 
land. The East Coast catch was 
chiefly red and silver hake, 
herring and mackerel, with 
sm all amounts of cod and 
squid. 
Off the U.S. West Coast in 
1973, the Russians landed about 
480,700 tons of fish, chiefly P a ­ 
cific hake, the service says.

Alaska in that year, mostly 
Alaskan pollock,

West Germany, whose catch 
quota off the U.S. East Coast 
has been steadily whittled down 
in the last few years, said the 


planned U.S. extension w ill be 
“ painful, but not catastrophic” 
in the short term. 
But, like the Japanese, the 
Germans fear the long-term re­ 
percussions w ill be grave and 
endanger their fishing industry. 
The West German government 
recently agreed to halve its pol­ 
lock and cod catch off Iceland 
to 60,000 tons a year and is 
worried by British proposals 
that could ban its trawlers 
from large chunks of the North 
Sea. 
Germ an 
fisherm en 
had 
planned to beef up their catch 
of hake off the U.S. West Coast 
to 10,000 tons a year to help 
compensate for the Icelandic 
losses. That, officials in Bonn 
lamented, could now be torpe­ 
doed by the U.S. move. 


The Germans say they be­ 
lieve that Canada, off whose 
shores they net 40,000 tons of 
cod a year now, w ill follow the 
U.S. lead. 
Officials at Bonn’s Nutrition 
M inistry, Norwegian officials 
and government circles in other 
European countries expect the 
U.S. move w ill mean the Eu ­ 
ropean Common Market will 
now switch from its earlier op­ 
position to 200-mile zones at the 
sea-law conference. 


Britain has no fishing stake 
off the U.S. Atlantic seaboard. 
But it is waging a “ cod war” 
against Iceland, which last Oct. 
15 unilaterally extended its fish­ 
ing lim its from 50 to 200 miles 
in a bid to halt overfishing of 
vanishing cod and other stocks 
by foreigners. 
If the Common Market de­ 
clares a 200-mile zone, giving 
priority of catches to fishermen 
of its member states, it will 
likely mean the big fishing 
fleets from the Soviet Union 
and other Eastern bloc coun­ 
tries such as Poland and East 
Germany w ill be forced to trim 
their catches in Western Eu­ 
ropean waters.

M egacolon in ifs com m on form 
is a congenital condition

DEAR DR. LAMB — Please 
tell 
me 
som ething 
about 
megacolon. Would the bowel 
movement of a person with this 
condition be large or small 
since it enlarges the colon and 
narrows the rectum and causes 
the waste to back up in the 
colon? Would the kind of food a 
person eats have any effect on 
the condition? Would one be 
any more likely to get cancer of 
the colon or rectum? 
Since this is a congenital 
defect will it be likely to im­ 
prove with age or get worse? 
Any comments you can make 
on this condition would be ap- 
' predated. 
DEAR 
REA D ER 
- 
Megacolon is also called Hir­ 
schsprung’s disease. A com­ 
mon form is congenital, and is 
present from birth. Some vital 
nerve endings are absent in the 


lower part of the colon and 
rectal area. This permits the 
muscles in the wall of the 
rectum and lower colon to over­ 
contract acting like an obstruc­ 
tion. That is why you have 
heard 
that 
the 
colon 
is 
narrowed at the outlet. 


The area of the colon above 
the obstructing narrow outlet 
dilates 
enormously 
and 
becomes 
filled 
with 
food 
residue. And the colon in this 
a rea 
becom es 
markedly 
dilated. 
Unfortunately 
the 
condition does not disappear as 
the child gets older. 
The condition causes disten­ 
tion, constipation and a c­ 
cumulation of gas in the colon. 
The large dilated colon can be 
seen and felt through a thinned 
abdominal wall. Inflammation 
of the colon called enterocolitis 
is a frequent complication in 


persons 
suffering 
with 
this 
problem. 
Adults can acquire the dis­ 
ease, usually from long stan­ 
ding constipation, and less 
commonly from nerve diseases 
that djBstroy the nerves to the 
rectal area and lower colon. 
Individuals who repeatedly fail 
to answer 
the 
bowel 
urge 
gradually blunt this reflex and 
eventually it doesn’t work at 
all. Chronic constipation on this 
basis may often lead to an ac­ 
quired 
form 
of 
enlarged, 
dilated 
colon. 
Acquired 
megacolon can be prevented. 
The 
size 
of 
the 
bowel 
movements vary but may be 
quite a 
large amount with 
limited caliber. Many patients 
with this problem often require 
enemas to relieve their con­ 
dition. Remember the basic 
disease is on obstruction of the 
outlet of the bowel.

megacolon

More severe cases can be 
treated surgically. There are 
various operations that have 
been devised but most involve 
removing the obstructed area 
without any nerves and pulling 
down the area of the colon with 
proper nerve control.

these procedures work properly 
the lower bowel then works like 
it does in other people.
